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The thaw in France 


DEFENCE MINISTER SHIMON PERES is no newcomer to 
the arms supply scene in Paris, where ‘he scored some of his 
major early successes back before 1956. His presence there 
follows on an official visit by Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 


recently. 


It was not only a different Israel in those days, but a 
different France. The struggle m Algeria was at its height. It 
seemed then as though Algeria were a second France, France 
overseas, and it seemed at the time to metropolitan France 
that a strong Israel was valuable if it would for reasons of its 
own neutralize the Egyptian forces and keep them from serving 
a3 ἃ staging point and training area for Algerian irregulars.

POLITICAL OBSERVERS in 
Jerusalem, their sensitive 
antennae registering every hint 
and indication, believe they can 
already see the shape of the in- 
terim agreement which they are 
confident will soon be concluded 
between Israel and Egypt. 

It will be based, they predict, 
on an extension of the UNEF 
mandate in Sinai for a lengthy 
period of time — perhaps as 
much as five vears, possibly 
only for three with commitments 
to further extensions. Both sides 
will undertake not to resort to 
the use of force while the agree- 
ment ἰ5 in effect, and will 
declare that the agreement [5 to 
remain in effect until supersed- 
ed by a subsequent agreement. 
There will also be statements 
recognizing that the interim 
agreement [5 a step on the road 
to final peace and some “‘sym- 
bolic steps towards peace’ will 
be announced or tacitly 
accepted. Israel would withdraw 
to a line east of the Mitia and 
Gidi Passes extending to the 
Suez coast south of Abu Rodeis. 

Well-placed sources here deny 
recent news reports claiming 
that an agreement has in fact 
already been negotiated in quiet 
diplomatic contacts through 
Washington. There have been 
virtually πὸ negotiations, or neo- 
negotiations, since the Kissinger 
shuttle broke down in March, the 
sources say. The negotiations 
will resume, in effect, with 
Premier Rabin's visit to 
Washington next week and 
would be concluded either in 
another shuttle, or more 
probably in proximity talks in 
Washington at foreign minister 
level. : 

These sources agree. though, 
that the broad outline sketched 
above represents the likely 
scenario of a settlement. 


THE SCENARIO involves a 
withdrawal by each side from 
the positions adopted in the 
March shuttle. Egypt then was 
not prepared to accept a UNEF 
mandate of longer than one 
year's duration — although it un- 


dertook that annual renewals 
would follow '‘automatically."* It 
was also not prepared tc take the 
“steps towards peace'' — ''the 
“elements of non-belligerency"' 
— which Israel demanded. 
These included a meaningful 
reduction, of the economic 
boycott and of hostile political 
propaganda and diplomatic 
terror-tactics. 

For Israel it would mean 
abandonment of Premier 
Rabin's position in the Knesset 
before the March shuttle not to 
cede the Passes and the Abu 
Rodeis oilfield without an agree- 
ment which ‘ends the state of 
belligerency'' between the two 
countries. 

Three days before that 
Knesset statement, in an inter- 
view on ABC television, Mr.

In his Knesset statement, 
however, he was more specific. 

Two veteran parliamen- 
tarians and former ministers 
were quick to grasp the change.

SCENARIO FOR AN 
INTERIM ACCORD 


By a strange twist, the changes in the positions of both Egypt and Israel

WHAT HAD ORIGINALLY led 
the Prime Minister and the 
Cabinet to believe that Egypt 
would risk a pact renouncing the 
state of war, while leaving near- 
ly 90 percent of Sinai still under 
Israeli occupation ~— to be 
retrieved ‘‘in subsequent 
Peaceful negotiations’? Many 
policymakers — both hawks and 
doves — say today that they 
were led into a tangle of legalism 
{and lost their political 
bearings) by the former 
Attorney-General Meir Shamgar 
and the Foreign Ministry's Legal 
Adviser Meir Rosenne. These 
two men were members of the 
“think tank’ under Mordechai 
Gazit which prepared opinions 
and option papers for the 
negotiating team. Shamgar, 
moreover, was called into the 
Cabinet to explain at length the 
meaning of ‘‘non-belligerency,"’ 
“cessation of acts of belligeren- 
cy,” “non-use of force" and the 
other technical nomenclature in 
which the settlement would 
finally be couched. 

Shamgar himself firmly 
denies that the Cabinet and the 
think-tank became entangled in 
legalities. He repeatedly stress- 
ed, he recalls today, that the 
legalities, while important, were 


not the essence of the negotia- 
tion. The essence must be the 
national interest expressed in 
simple political terms. He still 
maintains today that ‘‘non- 
belligerency” was and is a valid 
and-realistic demand for Israel 
to make. 

One highly placed 
policymaker explains that 
Shamgear was indeed not at fault. 
He had explained that in inter- 
national law ‘‘non-belligerency"' 
was a much more far-reaching 
commitment than “non-use of 
force," making the term attrac- 
tive. “Shamgar did not stress 
sufficiently thet there are na 
effective sanctions in inter- 
national law, that the Inter- 


national Court of the Hague 


hardly functions, that what 
counts ultimately is not the legal 
label but the political content of 
an agreement...'' this 
policymaker says. 

Towards the end of the shut- 
tle, the highly placed 
policymaker recalls, the Israeli 
negotiators abandoned ‘‘non- 
belligerency,"" and, together 
with Kissinger, laboriously 
drafted a “tortuous and con- 
voluted acceptance" of Egypt's 
proposed alternative formula: 

Kissinger 
was dumbstruck, then enraged, 
when the Israeli team told him, 
at the end of this process, that 
for the watered-down term they
